On June 4, I will walk 16 
miles across New York City 
from dusk to dawn in a ben- 
efit for the American Foun- 
dation for Suicide 
Prevention. Iam walking in 
honor of an East Jordan 
girl, Kiersten Clavier. 

Kiersten is the reason I 
became a writer. Every few 
months I speak to college 
journalism classes and have 
to tell the story of “why I 
became a writer.” Each time 
I talk about Kiersten’s sui- 
cide 10 years ago—how I 
was 1 of 2 reporters at the 
Charlevoix County News in 


small-town Michigan, and 
the editor asked me to write 
her obituary. I told him I 
had no idea what to do. I’d 
never written an obituary 
before, and never for some- 
one I knew. She was my 
friend Stephanie’s sister. I 
had been to their house and 
met their family earlier that 
summer when Stephanie 
and I began waitressing to- 
gether. 

A journalist family friend 
suggested I go to the funeral 
and interview her loved 
ones: “That’s where you'll 
find the best memories of 
her.” 

But in the church parking 
lot I broke down in the car. I 


decided to go to the funeral 
as a friend of Stephanie, not 
as a reporter. I looked at the 
ground while walking into 
the church. 

After the funeral, Kier- 
sten’s mom was crying 
heaving sobs at a table in 
the reception room of the 
funeral home, and I felt too 
afraid to go up and hug her. 
I think I actually moved to 
the other side of the room 
when she stood up to get 
water. Weeks later when I 
saw her again, she said, 
“Thank you Catie so much 
for coming to the funeral, I 
saw you there and wanted 
to give you a hug. It means 
so much to all of us that you

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were there.” 

The story I tell the stu- 
dents is: this experience of 
needing to ask Stephanie 
for a phone interview while 
she was grieving. The 
miraculous act of kindness 
that she agreed to do it. And 
the surprise of calling at 
the agreed-upon time—and 
learning all of the Claviers 
were there on the phone, 
ready to remember Kier- 
sten together. 

I tell them: “My friend 
Stephanie put the phone on 
speaker on the kitchen table 
in their farmhouse.” Each 
of them took turns remem- 
bering what they love about 
Kiersten while I listened 
and typed notes, and I felt a 
kind of transcendence: like 
I’d left my body to float a lit- 
tle above my head and 
watch this amazing, moving 
thing happen. They all had 
vivid memories of her: of 
horseback riding, her art, 
places where she liked to 
read and be on the farm. 
She was 17. 

I didn’t know her: I re-

Buzz and Dianna were at 
Northern Michigan RV they 
had gone to look for a new 
trailer. We were both out- 
side standing buy a trailer 
when the tornado hit. 

Our travel trailer was 
hooked to our Ford F-150. 
Dianna dove into a small 
trailer on the lot as the 
storm engulfed us. As she 
dove through the door, the 
windows in the trailer all 
blew in covering her in 
glass. She was then rattled

Governor Whitmer Announces FEMA Granted Request for Expedited 
Damage Assessment Following Tornado in Otsego County 


LANSING, Mich. — Today, 
Governor Gretchen Whitmer 
announced that the Federal 
Emergency Management 
Agency (FEMA) has granted 
her request for a joint Pre- 
liminary Damage Assess- 
ment (PDA) with state and 
local officials to help expedite 
review of the damages and 
response costs caused by an 
EF-3 tornado in Otsego 
County. The PDA is the next 
step in the process of asking 
for federal assistance. 

"This assessment is a criti- 
cal step in seeking federal aid 
for Otsego County by con- 
firming the reported damage 
caused by Friday’s tor- 
nado," said Governor Whit- 
mer. "We are expediting the 
damage assessment process 
to ensure we receive all possi- 
ble assistance for the people 
of Gaylord, as quickly as pos- 
sible. Michiganders are 
tough, and together, we will 
do what it takes to rebuild." 

The joint PDA teams will

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be comprised of personnel 
from FEMA, the Michigan 
State Police, Emergency 
Management and Homeland 
Security Division 
(MSP/EMHSD), local govern- 
ments and the U.S. Small 
Business Administration. 
“This was a devastating 
storm. My thoughts are with 
the entire Gaylord commu- 
nity and all those who were 
affected by the tornado. Iam 
also grateful to the first re- 
sponders who rushed to the 
scene to assist victims and 
save lives,” said Senator Gary 
Peters. “My staff has been in 
close contact with both the 
Governor’s office and FEMA 
as they continue responding 
to this tragedy. As Chairman 
of the Senate Homeland Se- 
curity and Governmental Af- 
fairs Committee, I stand 
ready to support any re- 
quests for federal disaster as- 
sistance as needed.”

ance coverage, displaced indi- 
viduals and threats to health 
and safety.

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MEMORIAL DAY FACTS 


Memorial Day dates to post-Civil War 


It was originally 
known as 
Decoration Day 


Memorial Day was first 
celebrated on May 30, 
1868, three after the Civil 
War ended. It was ob- 
served by placing flowers 
on the graves of Union 
and Confederate soldiers 
during the first national 
celebration. Gen. James 
Garfield made a speech at 
Arlington National Ceme- 
tery, after which around 
5,000 participants helped 
to decorate the graves of 
the more than 20,000 
Union and Confederate 
soldiers who were buried 
there. 

Memorial Day was orig- 
inally known as Decora- 
tion Day and was 
celebrated annually on 
May 30. Today, Memorial 
Day is the final Monday 
of May. 

On May 5, 1868, the 
head of the Grand Army 
of the Republic (GAR) es- 
tablished Decoration Day 
as a time for the nation to 
decorate the graves of the 
war dead with flowers. 
Maj. Gen. John A. Logan 
declared that Decoration 
Day should be observed 
on May 30. This date was 
chosen because flowers 
would be in bloom all 
over the country. 

The tradition of wear- 
ing red poppies on Memo- 
rial Day was inspired by 
the poem that Moina 
Michael wrote in 1915. 
Moina, who was inspired 
by the poem “In Flanders 
Field,” wrote: We cherish 
too, the Poppy red that 
grows on fields were valor 
led; It seems to signal to 
the skies that blood of he- 
roes never dies. 

Moina also came up 
with the idea of wearing 
red poppies on Memorial 
Day in honor of those 
who died serving the na- 
tion during war. She was 
the first to wear one and 
sold poppies to her 
friends and coworkers

¢ Flowers and flags are 
the two most popular 
items people use to re- 
member soldiers. 

¢ The south refused to

New wave of COVID-19 transmissions 
prompt personal safety considerations 


With proms, band con- 
certs, and graduations 
happening, District Health 
Department No. 4 (DHD4) 
asks the public to make in- 
formed decisions as they 
celebrate spring, youth, 
and achievements. The re- 
gion continues to see high 
transmission rates with 
the BA.2 variant.

Senate panel ap- 
proves Rep. Borton 
plan to protect 
Michigan ag trade 


The Senate Agriculture 
Committee today approved 
state Rep. Ken Borton’s bi- 
partisan plan to ensure 
Michigan farmers and 
agricultural manufactur- 
ers can export their prod- 
ucts. 

House Bills 5742-5748, in- 
troduced by Borton anda 
bipartisan group of legis- 
lators, would clarify that 
the Michigan Department 
of Agriculture and Rural 
Development (MDARD) 
has the authority to issue 
certificates of free sale. 
Some countries require 
certificates of free sale for 
imported shipments. The 
certificates issued by 
MDARD verify that Michi- 
gan products meet legal re- 
quirements to be sold in 
the state. 

“In Michigan, agricul- 
ture is deeply embedded in 
our communities and our 
economic activity,” said 
Borton, R-Gaylord. “Local 
farms and agricultural 
manufacturers supply our 
state and ship an abun- 
dance of goods to other 
countries, bringing more 
revenue back to our econ- 
omy. This bipartisan plan 
will keep the necessary 
tools in place to help 
Michigan’s agricultural 
trade thrive and grow.” 

State law enables 
MDARD to issue certifi- 
cates of free sale for food. 
Currently, the department 
also provides certificates 
for other Michigan goods, 
but clarity within the law 
would ensure the depart- 
ment may continue to do 
so. The legislation cur- 
rently before the Senate 
would clearly authorize 
MDARD to issue certifi- 
cates of free sale for a wide 
variety of goods, including 
dairy, livestock feed, nurs- 
ery plants, fertilizers and 
pesticides. The plan would 
also update the existing 
authority for food-related 
certificates of free sale. 


measures that should be 
considered.” 

CDC recommendations 
for areas during Medium 
to High Community levels 
are: 

Stay up to date with 
COVID-19 vaccines and 
boosters. If you have not 
had a first booster dose 
and are eligible, you can 
greatly reduce your risk of 
severe illness by getting a 
booster dose. A second 
booster dose, for those eli- 
gible, can further reduce 
the risk of infection. 

If you are immuno- 
compromised or high risk 
for severe disease, wear a 
well-fitting mask or respi- 
rator (KN95 or N95) while 
in indoor public spaces 
where you could be ex- 


posed, or consider avoid- 
ing those activities. 

If you have someone 
in your household or have 
other contact with some- 
one at high risk for severe 
disease, consider wearing 
a mask while indoors with 
them and/or get tested be- 
fore contact. 

Have a plan for rapid 
testing, such as having 
home tests on-hand or ac- 
cess to testing. 

Talk to your health- 
care provider about 
whether you are a candi- 
date for treatments like 
oral antivirals and mono- 
clonal antibodies. Treat- 
ment, if initiated soon 
after infection, can reduce 
the risk of severe disease. 

Maintain improved 


ventilation throughout in- 
door spaces. 

Follow recommenda- 
tions for isolation and 
quarantine — stay home if 
ill, wear a mask if exposed, 
get tested if symptoms 
present or after exposure. 

DHD4 continues to offer 
free vaccines, at home 
tests and KN95 masks. Ac- 
cording to the CDC, people 
who are up to date on vac- 
cines have much lower 
risk of several illness and 
death from COVID-19 com- 
pared with unvaccinated 
people.

Mackinaw City Memorial Day celebration is back

After taking the last two years off 
due to COVID, the Mackinaw City 
Memorial Day celebrations are 
back in full swing! 

For almost 60 years a group of 
dedicated volunteers has been put- 
ting on a reenactment of the events 
of June 2, 1763. The group of as 
many as 400 will reenact the events 
that took place between the French, 
British and Indian tribes. The Colo- 
nial Michilimackinac Pageant is 
the longest running, free historical 
Memorial Day performance in the 
Nation. 

The events of June 2, 1763 in- 
clude several tribes coming to Colo- 
nial Michilimackinac for a game of 
lacrosse. It turns out to be a very 
cleverly planned ruse to take over 
the Fort. When you attend the 
event, you will meet famous Indian 
Chiefs: Miniavavan and 
Matchekewis of the Ojibwa tribe, 
and Wawatam who becomes a blood 
brother to Alexander Henry and 
later saves his life. 

This free event will take place on 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday. Not 
only is there the reenactment, but 
there is also a full schedule of 
events. Many of the participants 
camp out behind Mackinaw City 
Public School. Many activities take 


place at that location in addition to 
the activities at Colonial Michili- 
mackinac. 

The weekend kicks off with the 
Memorial Day Parade. Mackinaw 
City hosts the largest Memorial 
Day Parade in the state. This year 
the parade will have seven high 
school bands in addition to the 
Scottsville Clown Band and the 
Petoskey Steel Drum Band. Four 
Michigan Queens will be in the 
lineup as well as clowns, Shriners 
Indy Cars, Rosie the Riveter, 
Woman’s club float, Historical Soci- 
ety and many other groups and or- 
ganizations. The parade route 


starts at 1:00 at the State Dock in 
Mackinaw City and ends at Colo- 
nial Michilimackinac. 

Come into town early on Satur- 
day to catch a pre-parade show at 
the Crossings featuring the 
Scottsville Clown Band! Always a 
fun family event. 

After the parade a fashion show 
will take place at the Fort at 3:00 fol- 
lowed by the reenactment at 3:30. 
The day wraps up with the 
Voyageurs participating in fireside 
activities behind the school at 8:30. 

Sunday there is a knife and toma- 
hawk throwing event behind the 
school at 9:30 am followed by chil- 


dren’s games at 10:30. Sunday’s 
fashion show at the Fort is at 2:00 
followed by the reenactment at 
2:30. 

Monday starts with a 10:00 serv- 
ice on the Marina Lawn. The fash- 
ion show is again at 2:00 at the Fort 
followed by the reenactment at 2:30. 
So, there are plenty of opportuni- 
ties for you to partake in this histor- 
ical reenactment! 

Anyone who has spent any time 
in Mackinaw City in May knows 
how unpredictable the elements 
can be. From extreme weather tem- 
peratures to a few bugs flying 
around! The parade and reenact- 
ment events are rain or shine. Fin- 
gers crossed for a fantastic 
weekend! 

If you like seeing people in period 
dress reenacting events from the 
1760’s, stay tuned for the Ren- 
dezvous & 18th Century Trade Fair. 
That event is coordinated by the 
same group that puts on the reen- 
actment.

Michigan communities in 
Mecosta, Otsego, and Oceana coun- 
ties are receiving a total of $50,000 
through the Consumers Energy 
Foundation’s 2022 Put Your Town 
on the Map pitch competition.

A panel of judges chose the three 
wining projects on Wednesday, May 
18 after officials from nine finalist 
communities made presentations at 
the 2022 Small Town and Rural De- 
velopment Conference led by the 
Community Economic Develop- 
ment Association of Michigan 
(CEDAM). 

The first-place project in Big 
Rapids will support the develop- 
ment of a community skate park, 
and the third place project in Hart 
will help put “Art in Hart” includ- 
ing the installation of a 25-foot tin 
man in a local park.

Stephanie had a bonfire and 
Kiersten passed us for five 
seconds.

Kiersten Marie Clavier al- 
ways told her parents that she 
would pay to immunize the 
stray cats she rescued. 

Clavier was a young woman 
who always fulfilled her prom- 
ise, taking the cats to the veteri- 
narian down the road and later —_ girl. 
finding homes for the animals 
or adopting them herself. 

This kind-hearted love for an- 
imals was the greatest passion 
of Clavier’s life, whether she 
was drawing sketches of her 
beloved dog Jake, riding her

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horse Eugene or heading up to 
her favorite reading spot over 
the hay fields of her family’s 70 
acre farm in East Jordan with 
chickens following close behind 
her. With long brown hair and 
chestnut-colored eyes, her 
happy smile earned her the

Clavier wasn't afraid to pick 
up snakes at a young age or 
tube-feed baby lambs on the 
sheep farm where she worked 
for a couple of years. Often, peo- 
ple saw her driving to school or 
through town on her white 
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moped, stopping at the 
Marathon gas station in East 
Jordan to pick up her favorite 
NOS energy drink before head- 
ing to the beach. 

Clavier thought she could 
beat boys in anything, whether 
it was hunting, paintball or 
fishing. 

Frequently, she and her twin 
sister Crystal invited friends 
and classmates over to their 
house for horseback rides and 
bonfires.

scared to mess it up. Not get 
her right. Spent probably 
two or three hours or more 
staring at a blank page on 
the computer screen, typing 
three to five words before 
deleting them again.

Fear of the future 

Fear takes the fun out of 
a lot of things, but there is 
reasonable fear and unrea- 
sonable fear. Unreasonable 
fears have no basis in real- 
ity, so there is little you 
can do beyond getting pro- 
fessional help for your 
anxiety.

Kiersten sat in a t-shirt and 
jeans with her dog, green 
fields and her white moped 
behind her. 

A few weeks after the 
story was published, I 
walked up a dirt road to 
check my family’s mailbox 
and found an envelope with 
“Clavier” written on it: a 
note from Lisa, Kiersten’s 
mom, thanking me for writ- 
ing the story. Her pretty 
cursive in black pen. And 
that exact moment is “why I 
became a writer”—why I 
have a deep love for the 
Clavier family and why I 
see them in the summer for 
Kiersten’s Ride, a suicide 
prevention nonprofit the 
family founded as an an- 
nual event that has raised 
more than $200,000 to date 
for suicide prevention pro- 
grams across the state of 
Michigan. “The best way we 
felt we could honor Kier- 
sten was to help others,” 
Lisa says. “That’s the mis- 
sion behind Kiersten’s Ride. 
The community has really 
supported the work we are 
doing.” 

Now I am teaching my- 


self to paint and draw in my 
little New York apartment 
and I like to think Kiersten 
and I will have so much to 
talk about at a bonfire 
somewhere in the future. I 
hope the powers that be— 
God, the universe, anyone 
who might grant an after- 
life—will give me a chance 
to get to know her. Maybe I 
can ask her how to shade 
with a pencil. Maybe we can 
ride trails like the ones be- 
hind the Claviers’ house. 
And I will tell her: you have 
an amazing sister and an in- 
credible mom.

Tornado demolishes RV's at Northern Michigan RV

GAYLORD - Tony and 
Lisa Kesselring have built 
one of the top RV dealer- 
ships in the state located in 
Gaylord.

Fortunately, Tony and 
Lisa were prepared for a 
disaster with a good insur- 
ance policy. Lisa had con- 
vinced Tony that they 
needed to have the best in- 
surance coverage in case of 
a disaster. “I hated writing 
that check every month but 
Iam so happy that I listened 
to my wife,” he said. Tony 
went on to say, “Once the 
insurance adjuster arrives 
and estimates the damage 
we can begin clearing the 
destroyed units and replac- 
ing them with new inven- 
tory. I have already been in 
contact with the manufac- 
turers and they are prepar- 
ing to immediately ship us 
new units to replace the 
ones that were destroyed. 
Some of the units with win- 
dows that were blown out 
or slight damage will be 
able to be repaired. The in- 
surance adjuster will have 


to sort that out.” 

There are a couple of 
units that blew out into the 
median of the I-75 express- 
way. The MDOT crew has 
hauled those away. 


After seeing the massive 
damage of RVs flying 
through the air at the lot it 
is amazing that nobody was 
seriously injured. God was 
watching over them. The 


to do we were so close to 
areas that received major 
damage and we escaped,” 
said Gaylord Discount Mat- 
tress Store Owner Brian 
Cornett.

Governor Whitmer Declares State of Emergency 
Following Severe Storms and Tornado in Gaylord 


GAYLORD, Mich. — 
While at the emergency op- 
erations center in Gaylord, 
Governor Gretchen Whit- 
mer declared a state of 
emergency for Otsego 
County after a tornado that 
left significant damage to 
buildings and roads. 

“My heart goes out to 
the families and small 
businesses impacted by the 
tornado and severe 
weather in Gaylord,” said 
Governor Whitmer. “I have 
declared a state of emer- 
gency for Otsego County to 
rush resources to the af- 
fected areas, and the State 
Emergency Operations 
Center has been activated 
to coordinate our state’s re- 
sponse. Our state is grate- 
ful for the first responders 
and utility workers who 
are working hard to keep 
everyone safe. Michigan- 
ders are tough. We are re- 
silient. And there’s no 
challenge we can’t get 
through together.” 

By declaring a state of 
emergency, Governor 
Whitmer has made avail- 
able all state resources in 
cooperation with local re- 
sponse and recovery ef- 
forts in the designated 
area. The declaration au- 
thorizes the Michigan 
State Police, Emergency 
Management and Home- 
land Security Division 
(MSP/EMHSD) to coordi- 
nate state efforts above and 
beyond what MSP/EMHSD 
has already been doing in 
conjunction with local 
agencies. 

“T want to thank our 
brave first responders, our 
local police officers and 
firefighters, as well as the 
Michigan State Police 
Troopers who have stepped 
up to keep people safe,” 
said Sen. Jim Stamas. “It is 


crucial for people to stay 
inside if possible and stay 
away from any downed 
power lines or debris. Let’s 
all hug our families a little 
tighter, and let’s all work 
together to rebuild and re- 
cover from this storm to- 
gether.” 

Just before 4 p.m. on 
May 20, a tornado touched 
down in the Gaylord area. 
Multiple injuries have been 
reported and there has 
been one confirmed fatal- 
ity. There is widespread 
damage, including homes 
and businesses that were 
destroyed, trees and power 
lines blocking roads, and 
extensive property dam- 
age. 

“The tornado damage in 
Gaylord is absolutely dev- 
astating. Brenda and I are 
praying for all our Gaylord 
neighbors,” said Rep. Ken 
Borton. “ We especially 
pray for anyone who lost a 
friend or a family member 
—they have our deepest 
sympathies. We also pray 
for a speedy recovery for 
the injured. Police, first re- 
sponders, and medical pro- 
fessionals in our 
community are working 
extra hard today, and we 
thank them for their work 
getting people to safety and 
treating the wounded.” 

Otsego County has de- 
clared a local state of emer- 
gency. The declaration of a 
local state of emergency 
activates local emergency 
response and recovery 
plans. By requesting a gov- 
ernor’s declaration, the 
county has determined 
local resources are insuffi- 
cient to address the situa- 
tion and state assistance is 
required to protect the 
health, safety and property 
to lessen or avert the threat 
of a crisis.
